citizen who kept pigs in his back 
(yard. 
As a matter of fact the only 


pigs within city limits that are reall 
a menace to (he public health are th 
f'ead ones which have not passed un 
der the discerning eye of a federa 
meat inspector and are only partiall 
cooked before eating. 


Our fancies regarding drinking wa 


ter, similiaily, are quite likely to b 
rmiliy and dangerous. For instance 
the old teaching that "running wate 
Hirifies itselt" is only partially true 
Clear sparkling water may harbo 
more typhoid germs for example tha 
the mobt murky water. Indeed, th 
Uphold germ is a very delicate an 
dainty creature and to thrive re 
quires fairly clear water. 
It die 


quite readily in the sludge of a sep 
tic tank. While water is purified a 
j i t tumbles, over rocks by exposur 
! !o air the greatest factor in its pur. 
] fication is time. Running water pui 


i ilies itself if it runs long enough, be 
cause disease germs don't, as a rule 
turvive 'long outside the body. 


This fact leads the modern sanitar 


jan to give his main attention not t 
tilings which surround us, but t 
people who harbor disease germs anc 
discharge them where they may read 
iiy be taken up and seeded into a new 
uctim whose physical condition 
such as to give them the nutrimen 
without which they cannot live. The 


i highest salaried health ,offloers o, 
i large cities realize this and death; 
| from germ diseases are declining be 


I cause of new methods of discovering

To greatly increase our safety, pub 


lie health officers and the public gen 
era'ily need to get the new conception 
of cleanliness—need to learn tha 
many "dirty things are clean and 
many "clean things" are dirty.

Hole Foreshadows Break Unless 


Teutons Cease U-Boat 


Attacks. 


DEMANDS IMMEDIATE ACTION 


President Notifies Berlin Government 


That Diplomatic Relations Will Be 


Severed If Present Methods of 
Submarine Commanders Are 


Not Abandoned at Once. 


Washington.—The note to Germany 


demanding immediate cessation of il- 
legal attacks by submarines on pas- 
senger and freight steamers carrying 
neutrals was given out by tho state 
department simultaneously with its 
receipt by Ambassador Gerard for de- 
livery to the German foreign office. 
The note is regarded as essentially an 
ultimatum, although not given that 
technical designation by the state de- 
partment. The note follows: 


"To Ambassador Gerard: 
"You are instructed to deliver to 


the secretary of foreign affairs a com- 
munication reading as follows: 


"I did not fall to transmit immedi- 


ately by telegraph to my government 
your excellency's note of the 10th in- 
stant In regard to certain attacks by 
German submarine1?, and particularly 
in regard to the disastrous explosion 
•which on March 24 last wrecked the 
French steamship Sussex in tho Eng 
lish channel. 


"I have now the honor to deliver, un 


der instructions from my government 
the following reply to your excellency 


"Information now in the possession 


of the government of the United States 
fully establishes the facts in the case 
of tho Sussex, and the inferences 
which my government has drawn from 
that information it regards as con- 
firmed by tho circumstances set forth 
in your sxcelleiicy's note of the 10th 
instant. 


"On the 24th of March, 1916, at 


about 2:50 o'clock in the afternoon, 
tho unarmed steamer Sussex, with 
325 or more passengers on board, 
among whore vere a number of Amer- 
ican citizens, was torpedoed while 
crossing from Folkstone to Dieppe. 


"The Sussex had never been armed; 


was a vessel known to be habitually 
used only for the conveyance of pas- 
sengers across the English channel, 
and was not following the route taken 
by troop ships or supply ships. 


"About eighty of her passengers, 


noncombatants of all ages and sexes, 
including citizens of tho United States, 
were killed or injured. 


German Submarine Blamed. 


"A careful, detailed and scrupulous- 


ly impartial investigation by naval and 
military officers of the United States 
has conclusively established the fact 
that the Sussex was torpedoed without 
warning or summons to surrender and 
that the torpodo by which she was 
struck was of German manufacture.

Inally negligent in taking none of th 
precautions they prescribed and tc 
hope that the ends of justice might b 
satisfied by imposing upon him an ade 
quate punishment, coupled with a for 
mal disavowal of the act and paymen 
o£ a suitable indemnity by the im 
perial government. 


"But. though the attack upon th

Sussex was manifestly indefensible 
and caused a loss of life so tragical as

"On the contrary, the government of 


the United States is forced by recent 
events to conclude that it is only one

His voice, somewhat husky, penetrated 
every corner of the room, and the 
message was emphasized with an ex- 
pression that showed its author was 
fearful of the outcome. That, serious- 
ness was shared by the audience, the 
usual applause given the president's 
utterances being absent. 


The message In every sense was an 


ultimatum. True, it contained no time 
limit within which reply must be made. 
But it flatly insisted that the German 
submarine warfare has reached the 
stage when this government will no 
longer tolerate it. 


The German explanations, previous- 


ly made, have been accepted in good 
faith, tho president said, in the hope 
that that government would finally 
be able to so order and control the acts 
of its naval commanders as to square 
Its poliry with the position of human- 
ity as embodied in the "law of na- 
tions."

the lives of noncombatants at sea 
could not in the nature of the case be 
observed by such vessels.

German government, some evidence 
of criminal mistake or wilful disobe- 
dience on the part of the commander 
of the vessel that fired the torpedo 
might be sought or entertained; but 
unhappily it does not stand alone. 
Recent events make tho 
conclusion 


inevitable that it Is only one instance, 
even though it be one of the most ex- 
treme and distressing instances, of 
the spirit and 
method 
of 
warfare 


which the imperial German govern- 
ment has mistakenly 
adopted, and 


which from the first exposed that gov- 
ernment to the reproach of thrusting 


those rights seem in process of being 
utterly swept away in tho maelstrom 
of this terrible war. 
\Ve ewe it to a 


duo regard for our own rights ns a 
nation, to our sense of duty as a pro- 
resentative of the rights of neutrals 
the world over, and to a joint concep- 
tion of the rights of mankind to take 
this stand now with the utmost solem- 
nity and firmness. 


"I have taken it, and taken it in 


the confidence that it will meet with 
your approval and support. All sober- 
minded men must unite in hoping 
that the 
Imperial German 
govern- 


ment, which has in ether circum- 
stances stood as tho champion cf all 
that we are now contending for in the 
interest of humanity, may recognize 
the justice of our demands and meet 
them in the spirit in which they are 
made," 


Preserving Grant's Banner. 


In order that it may be preserved 


for future generations, a flag which 
waved above General Grant's head- 
quarters, during the latter part of the 
Civil war is being rejuvenated in the 
same manner as was the 
original 


'star-spangled banner" a year and a 
half ago. 
When Lee surrendered, the 


flag was presented by General Grant 
to one of his staff officers. -Some years 
ago it became the property of. the 
state of Massachusetts, and, while re- 
posing in the statehouse, gradually 
fell into a bad condition. This caused 
it to be turned over to an eastern 
woman, who has gained a reputation 
as a restorer of old flags. The repair- 
ing process is described in the April 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
It con- 


sists in backing the banner with Irish 
linen of a certain weave. 
Special 


stitches employed to baste it to the 
re-enforcement give the flag a honey- 
combed appearance when closely .ex- 
amined. 
The thread used in doing 


this work is dyed to match the faded 
colors of the banner.

eighteen feet bel'ow the level of Cheap- 
side. 
In nearly all parts of the city 


there have been discovered tessellated 
pavements, 
Roman 
tombs, 
lamps, 


vases, sandals, keys, ornaments, weap- 
ons, coins and statues of the Roman 
gods. 


When, a little over a century ago, 


deep sections were made for the sew- 
ers in Lombard street, the lowest 
stratum was found to consist of tes- 
sellated 
pavements. 
Many colored 


dice were found lying scattered about, 
and above this stratum was a thick 
layer of wood ashes, suggesting the 
debris of charred wooden buildings.

At the 
meeting of tanners recently held in 
Madison, E. J. Delwicheo of the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station made 
the statement that there were in the 
upper half ot' the state from nine to 
ten million acres of land available 
for dairy farming.

which are to be found in the upper 
sections of the state." 


TESTING WORKS 1HG CHANGES 


The cow testing associations which 


are being encouraged by the Wiscon- 
sin Dairymen's Association, and the 
farm management contests which are 
being directed by the College of Agri- 
culture, are to do heavy team work 
in making dairying in Wisconsin still 
more profitable and successful. This 
is the prediction of Math Michles, 
who is the president of the Wisconsin 
Dairymen's. Association. As benefits 
to be gained from cow testing he 
lists these:

unprofitable animals; encourages in 
the produitiou of pure bred sires; 
includes better feeding and caring 
for stock and the building of solid 
foundations upon which to establish 
herds.

SUPPLY ARGENTINE TKADE 


Wisconsin stockmen are sharing in 


the trade with the Argentine which 
has turned to this country because of 
the unsettled conditions in the live 
stock raising sections of Europe. 
Several months ago the directors of 
the American shorthorn Breeders' 
Association sent to South America, 
their secretary, Frank W. Harding, 
of Waukesha, and commissioned him 
to determine the possibilities of mar- 
keting American Shorthorns in this 
South American republic. Since his 
return several shipments of this not- 
ed beef breed, many of them raised 
in Wisconsin, have been made to the 
Argentine. In addition, Mr. Harding 
has purchased and shipped to Argen- 
t.ne a splendid consignment of "bred 
in Wisconsin" Holstein sires. 
In- 


formed stockmen are of the opinion 
that these shipments are but the be- 
ginning of an extensive live stock 
tiade with that country. 


The first silos to be built by any of 


the American colleges of agriculture 
were constructed in 1881, by W. A.

flocks. The disease may also be in- 
troduced by feeding to the flock the 
offal and trimmings of diseased fowls. 


To prevent and control this exceed- 


ingly wasteful disease, Dr ,B. A. 
Beach of the Agricultural Experiment 
Station lecommends that careful in- 
quiry be made into the flock from 
which poultry is purchased; that so 
far 
as 
possible associations 
with 


neighboring flocks be prevented, and 
:nnt the offal of fowls purchased for 
.able use never be fed the flock "All 
birds in flocks known to be infected 
should be slaughtered. 
Only those 


which show no legions should be mar- 
keted and the infected birds, together 
v.Tith the litter from the poultry house 
shou'd be burned. The houses should 
be sprayed with a five per cent solu- 
tion of coal tar disinfectant, land 
where possible, all runs should be 
plowed and cropped. Poultry should 
not be kept on these premises for a 
year.

Geese are in favor as one of many 


products suitable to a small farm. 
They are profitable in the production 
of meat and are easily managed. The 
larger breeds grow to a weight of 
fifteen to eighteen pounds. The prices 
which farmers may obtain range from 
$2 to $2.50 for each fowl. 


The cost for food in raising geese is 


less for each dollar's worth of meat 
produced than it is in the case of 
chickens, ducks, cattle or hogs. It is 
also an established fact that geese are 
the hardiest of domestic fowls and re- 
quire the least care. They thrive on 
common pasture, making rapid growth 
on grass alone. Alfalfa and red clover 
are still better for them. It is true 
that the flesh is improved and growth 
hastened by moderate feeding of corn 
meal, rolled oats and bran, slightly 
moistened. 


When a commercial business is plan- 


ned the first feed for goslings is grass, 
fed on sod; a small allowance of meal 
slightly moistened may be given after 
they are a day old. Sand and charcoal 
should be added. They are fed on this 
food three times a day for a week, be-

a ration composed of equal parts by 
measure of bran, middlings and steam- 
ed clover or cooked vegetables. 
This 


feed is given morning, noon and night 
until they are eight weeks old, when 
they are penned to be fattened for 
market at ten weeks. 


To finish the fattening of young 


geese place them in a pen not so large 
that they will exercise too much and 
feed three times a day all they will 
eat up clean of the following; Corn 
meal mixed to a dry, crumbly state, 
and beef scraps amounting to 20 per 
cent of the bulk of the corn meal. 
Bran or middlings may be added in 
small 
quantities. 
While 
fattening 


young geese they should be kept as 
quiet as possible; nothing should be al- 
lowed to excite them. At ten weeks 
of age they will weigh eight or nine 
pounds and he in good condition for 
marketing. 
It is safe to count on 


geese making 
two-thirds 
of 
their 


growth on pasture. They will do well 
on common field grass, clover, rape or 
any of the ordinary forage crops. 


If there is no chance to provide a 


suitable pasture it is unwise to keep 
geese. The fowls should have an acre 
or two to themselves. It does not mat- 
ter if the land is rough or marshy. 
Some kird of a swimming place is 
needed. It is also bad policy to keep 
these fowls in poorly ventilated houses. 
They must have fresh air and clean 
surroundings. It is best to keep gos- 
lings shut up in a yard for two or 
three weeks before allowing them on 
range. 


In the final preparation of grown 


geese for market they are to be kept in 
quite closely for two or threp weeks 
and fed three times a day about as fol- 
lows: Bran, two parts; shorts, one part; 
oil meal and beef scraps, one part; 
cornmeal, one part, dampened with 
water so it will crumble. 
A little 


whole corn is sometimes given. Green 
food, grit and water should be kept be- 
fore them. Keep them penned up in 
small numbers. Around Thanksgiving 
and Christmas and, in fact, most of 
the whiter the market is good. 


The Gray African, the Embden and 


the Gray Toulouse are the large, mon- 
ey making breeds. Ganders of the high- 
est type should be used, but should be 
killed when three or four years old, as 
they are then declining in virility. The 
females are best for egg production 
when upward of three years old. Hens 
should be used for hatching the gos- 
lings and caring for them during the 
first couple of weeks. There Is no bet- 
ter method of developing a good flock 
than to buy a lot of well bred goslings. 
At least one setting of eggs or a dozen 
good young males should be bought 
every season In order to get the best 
results in breeding. An amateur start- 
ing in this business need not worry 
about the type, as all the large stand- 
ard fowls are excellent. 
Give them a 


little systematic attention and they will 
return good profits.

Geese are in favor as one of many 


products suitable to a small 
farm. 


They are profitable in the production 
of meat and are easily managed. The 
larger breeds grow to a weight of 
fifteen to eighteen pounds. The prices 
which farmers may obtain range from 
$2 to $2.50 for each fowl. 


The cost for .food iu raising geese is 


less for each dollar's worth of meat 
produced than it Is in the case of 
chickens, ducks, cattle or hogs. It is 
also an established fact that geese are 
the hardiest of domestic fowls and re- 
quire the least care. They thrive on 
common pasture, making rapid growth 
on grass alone. Alfalfa and red clover 
are still better for them. 
It is true 


that the flesh Is improved and growth 
hastened by moderate feeding of corn 
meal, rolled oats and bran, slightly j 
moistened. 


When a commercial business is plan- 


ned the first feed for goslings is grass, 
fed on sod; a small allowance of meal 
slightly moistened may be given after 
they are a day old. Sand and charcoal 
should bo added. They are fed on this 
food three times a day for a week, be- 
sides being allowed to run on grass.

n ration composed of equal parts by 
measure of bran, middlings and steam- 
ed clover or cooked vegetables. This 
feed is given morning, noon and night 
until they are eight weeks old, when 
they are penned to be fattened for 
market afc ten -weeks. 


To flniah the fattening of young 


geese place them in a pen not so large 
that they will exercise too much and 
feed three times a day all they will 
eat up clean of tho following: Corn 
meal mixed to a dry, crumbly state, 
and beef scraps amounting to 20 per 
cent of the bulk of the corn meal. 
Bran or middlings may be added In 
small 
quantities. 
While 
fattening 


young geese they should be kept as 
quiet as possible; nothing should, be al- 
lowed to excite them. At ten weeks 
of! age they will weigh eight or nine 
pounds and be in good condition for 
marketing. 
It is safe to count on 


geese 
making two-thirds 
of 
their 


growth on pasture. They will do well 
on common field, grass, clover, rape or 
any of the ordinary forage crops. 


If there Is no chance to provide a 


suitable pasture it is unwise to keep 
geese. The fowls should have an acre 
or two to themselves. It does not mat- 
ter if the land is rough or marshy. 
Some kind of a swimming place is 
needed. It Is also bad policy to keep 
these fowls in poorly ventilated houses. 
'They must have fresh air and clean 
surroundings. It is best to keep gos- 
lings shut up in a yard for two or 
three weeks before allowing them on 
range. 


In the final preparation of grown 


geese for market they are to be kept in 
quite closely for two or three weeks 
and fed three times a day about as fol- 
lows: Bran, two parts; shorts, one part; 
oil meal and beef scraps, one part; 
cornrneal, one part, dampened with 
water so It will crumble. 
A little 


whole corn Is sometimes given. Green 
food, grit and water should be kept be- 
fore them. Keep them penned up in 
small numbers. Around Thanksgiving 
and Christmas and, in fact, most of 
the winter the market Is good. 


The Gray African, the Embden and 


the Gray Toulouse are the large, mon- 
ey making breeds. Ganders- of the high- 
est type should, be used, but should be 
killed when three or four years old, as 
they are then declining in virility. The 
females are best for egg production 
when upward of three years old. Hens 
should be used for hatching the gos- 
lings and caring for them during the 
first couple of weeks. There Is no bet- 
ter method of developing a good flock 
than to buy a lot of well bred goslings. 
At least one setting of eggs or a dozen 
good young males should be bought 
every season in order to get the best 
results In breeding. An amateur start- 
Ing in this business need not •worry 
about the type, as all the large stand- 
ard fowls are excellent. Give them a 
little systematic attention and they will 
return good profits.

A Covered Fountain. 


Clean -water should be provided for 


the poultry at all times. In order to 
keep the fowls from getting into the 
drinking pan5 it is necessary to make 
some sort of a covering. A frame built 
of slats attached to a small round 
board at the top and a larger round 


board placed about a foot above the 
water pan makes a splendid device. 
When placed over the pan the chickens 
have free access to the water through 
the slats, and the water keeps much 
cooler by being shaded.

maturity. 


Tinder these conditions men are mak- 


ing a move in the right direction when 
they plan on the erection of a silo. 
We have said before that we are not 
inclined to favor the plan of filling the 
silo with washy, immature fodder, but 
this is not equivalent to saying that

reasonably good ensilage cannot be 
made out of corn even though the crop 
is cut before the grain is well dented. 
It is true that corn may not contain 
its maximum nutrition value until the 
grain begins to harden, but one had 
better have 75 per cent of a crop saved 
in good shape, as it will be put in the 
silo, than to run the risk of losing it 
all by trying to crib soft, mushy corn. 


Those who have had experience in 


shocking immature fodder know that 
after it stands in the field two or three 
months it is of very little value, be- 
cause it weathers much more rapidly 
than mature corn, and, furthermore, if 
It is shocked while it is green the im- 
mature ears will invariably mold, so 
that their feeding value is absolutely 
lost. The same kind of corn put into 
the silo conserves the full feeding val- 
ue because air is excluded from ensi- 
lage and there is no decay of soft corn. 
More acid will form, to be sure, where 
the com is more or less immature than 
where it is mature, tut this simply 
means that the ensilage will have to be 
used rationally, presumably along with 
rather more .hay than would be neces- 
sary if the crop had reached maturity. 


The policy of converting at least part 


of the late corn crop into ensilage will 
be carried out fills year by dairymen 
and beef producers alike. The South 
Dakota station found out by experi- 
ment that as much as two pounds of 
gain daily can be made on steers fed 
ensilage alone, and, while this is above 
the average, yet it shows the possibili- 
ties that may be realized from this 
method of feeding. Used in conjunc- 
tion with oilmeal or cottonseed meal 
ensilage makes an ideal food for all 
classes of cattle, and in some instances 
it has been utilized with good results in 
feeding it to horses. For the dairyman 
it is almost unsurpassed, particularly 
when one can feed in conjunction with 
clover or alfalfa hay or, as before stat- 
ed, along with some of the rich concen- 
trates like cottonseed meal or oilmeal.

The count of one day j 
is to be verified by observation on 
scveial momings. 


The height of the breeding season

In the latitude ot Boston the work 
should bogm a week later, and south 
of Washington an even earlier date are returned to you by the bank, 
should be selected. 


In addition to reports on farms and 


suburbs, enumeiators who can do so 
will be asked to report on the birds 
in a timber area ot about 40 acres or 
in an isolated bit of woodland of from 
10 to 20 acres. In the Northeastern 
states, separate reports on the num- 
ber of birds found in the wilder por- 
tions of the farms, preferably those 
surveyed in the earlier counts, are 
desired. 


Those wisiring to take part in the 


survey can obtarn complete instruc- 
tions by writing to the Survey of 
Biological Suivey, U. S. Department 
ot Agiiculture, Washington, D. C. 
The work, however, calls for consid- 
erable knowledge of birds, and only 
those who can readily distinguish 
the different kinds should undertake 
to make returns from their localitres.

A Covered Fountain. 


Clean water should be provided, for 


the -poultry at all times. In order to 
keep the fowls from getting Into the 
drinking pnnj'it is necessary to make 
some sort .of a covering. A frame built 
of slats attached to a small round 
board at the" top and a larger round 


board placed about a foot above ,the 
•water pan makes a splendid device. 
When placed over the pan the chickens 
have free access to the water through 
the slats, and the water keeps much 
cooler by being shaded. 
The frame 


cover may easily be lifted off and the 
water pan cleaned and refilled.

tip the water over. 


Save Immature Corn. 


The lateness . of planting, the slow 


growing season and heaTy rams all 
point toward a large percentage of im- 
mature corn this fall.

going to do with your soft corn? Are 
you prepared to "can It?"

utilize <-Q-IS soft corn by putting it in a 
silo. The silo is an investment -which 
pays high interest on the live stock 
farm.

reasonably good ensilage cannot be 
made out of corn even though the crop 
is cut before the grain is well dented. 
It is true that corn may not contain 
its maximum nutrition value until the 
grain begins to harden, but one had 
better have 75 per cent of a crop saved 
in good shape, as it will be put in the 
silo, than to run the risk of losing it 
all by trying to crib soft, mushy corn. 


Those who have had experience to 


shocking immature fodder know that 
after it stands in the field two or three 
months it is of very little value, be- 
cause it weathers much more rapidly 
than mature corn, and, furthermore, if 
it is shocked while it is green the im- 
mature ears will invariably mold, so 
that their feeding value Is absolutely 
lost. The same kind of corn put into 
the silo conserves the full feeding val- 
ue because air is excluded from ensi- 
lage and there is no decay of soft corn. 
More acid will 'form, to be sure, where 
the corn Is more or less -immature than 
where it is mature, but this simply 
means that the ensilage will have to be 
used rationally, presumably along with 
rather more hay than would be neces- 
sary if the crop had reached, maturity. 


The policy of converting at least part 


of the late corn crop into ensilage will 
be carried out £hls year by dairymen 
and beef producers alike. The South 
Dakota station found out by experi- 
ment that as much as two pounds or 
gain daily can be made on steers fed 
ensilage alone, and, while this is above 
the average, yet it shows the possibili- 
ties that may be realized from this 
method of feeding. 
Used in conjunc- 


tion-with oilmeal or cottonseed meal 
ensilage makes an ideal food for all 
classes of cattle, and in some instances 
it has been utilized with good results in 
feediug it to horses. 
For- the dairyman 


it is almost unsurpassed, particularly 
when one can feed in conjunction with 
clover or alfalfa hay or, as before stat- 
ed, along with some of the.rich concen- 
trates like cottonseed meal or oilmeal.

thus obtained, those in charge of the 
work are able to approximate the 
total number of birds of each kind in 
different sections of the country- 


Enumerators who wish to report on 


birds on farms are asked to choose 
an area which includes farm build- 
ings,' shade trees, orchards, plowed 
land, pasture or meadow or swamp, 
but not very much woodland. 
The 


enumerator begins his survey at day- 
light some morning and zigzags back 
and forth in the selected area, count- 
ing the male birds. 
Early in the 


morning during the last 01 May or 
the first of . June every male bird 
should be in full song and therefore 
easi'iy counted. The count of one day j 
is to be verified by observation ou | 
.several mornings. 


The height of the breeding season 


should be chosen for this1 work. 
In 


the latitude of Washington, May 30, 
is about the proper date for the count. 
In the latitude of Boston the work 
should begin a week later, and south 
of Washington an even earlier date 
should be selected. 
In addition to reports on farms and 


suburbs, enumerators who can do so 
will be asked to report on the birds 
in a timber area of about 40 acres or 
in an isolated bit of woodland of from 
10 to 20 acres. In the Northeastern 
states, separate reports on the num- 
ber of birds found in the wilder por- 
tions of the farms, preferably those 
surveyed in the earlier counts, are 
desired. 
. 
Those wishing 'to take part in the 


survey can obtain complete instruc- 
tions by writing to the Survey of 
Biological Survey, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
The work, however, calls for consid- 
erable knowledge of birds, and only 
those who can readily distinguish 
the different kinds should undertake 
to make returns from their localities.
